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WILLIAM HOUSTON SEYMOUR stated he took trip 
to Dallas, Texas, about five days prior to 
10/17/63, with LORAN EUGENE HALL in HALL's 
car to pick up a trailer. SEYMOUR not in 
Dallas in September, 1963., SEYMOUR states 
LAWRENCE HOWARD not with them in Dallas, that 
they did not contact anyone by name of ODIO 
in or any professors. Names ODIO, 

LEOPOMk*, and ANGELO unknown to him. He 
does not recall any address of 1080 Magellan 
Circle in Dallas. SEYMOUR states "KIXI" MAS 
FERRAR resides Florida and not known to be 
in Dallas and was not contacted there. SEYMOUR 
states HALL is loud-mouth, boisterous, a liar 
and given to exaggeration. 
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WILLIAM HOUSTON SEYMOUR, 3638 West Levis, Phoenix, 
Arizona, furnished the following information: 

SEYMOUR resides with his sister, ELLA DUPUIS, 
and her husband, LARRY jr. DUPUIS, at 3638 West Lewis, Phoenix. 
SEYMOUR is presently employed as a welder at the Hudspeth 
Steel And Manufacturing Company, Glendale, Arizona. 

SEYMOUR previously resided in Tucson, Arizona, 
and in March, 1962, went to Florida. While in Florida he 
became active in the anti- Castro movement and aided in the 
training of various persons*, mainly exiled Cubans, for a 
possible invasion of Cuba to depose FIDEL CASTRO. While in 
that area he became acquainted with LORAN EUGENE HALL. SEYMOUR 
was employed at various places, and during September, 1963, he 
was employed as a welder with Beach Welding, Miami Beach, 

Florida. He ■ had worked for them once before. SEYMOUR could 
not recall the date he went back to work for Beach Welding, 
but it was before September 1, 1963. He worked for them until 
about a week or so after October 1, 1963, when he quit to take 
a trip with HALL to Dallas, Texas. 

SEYMOUR explained that sometime during late 
September , 1963, HALL and another acquaintance of theirs, 
LAWRENCE HOWARD, went to Los Angeles, California, and had 
brought a • trailer ' o-v' " implies as far as Dallas, Texas, and 
had lefi them there. HALL and SEYMOUR were driving to Dallas 
in HALL’S car to get this luggage trailer and bring it on to 
Florida. 

HALL and SEYMOUR drove straight through and arrived 
in Dallas about five days before their arrest by the Dallas, 
Texas, Police Department which was October 17, 1963. Upon their 
arrival in Dallas, they contacted a Cuban friend of HALL’s. 
SEYMOUR could not recall the name of this person. The Cuban 
resided in an apartment house on the second floor. Neither 
HALL nor SEYMOUR contacted anyone else in this apartment house. 
HALL, SEYMOUR and the Cuban went out and had coffee together. 
This was merely a social visit. 

SEYMOUR and HALL spent the first night at the 
Sa lvation Army In. skid row, and the rest of the tine in 
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Dallas at the Young Men’s Christian Association, Dallas.

SEYMOUR stated that he has never heard of the na*»Aej 
of SILVIO ODIO, Mr«. OMO, LE0P0UD0 or I.™ He Ls never 
bad any contact with nor has he mot LEE HARVEY OSWALD. He has 
oniy read about OSWALD in the newspaper or heard of him on 
t ??w radl ° ° r televlsi °a. At no time did he, SEYMOUR, visit 
G. f ny person at *°y apartment by the name of ODIO, nor 
did they contact any professors in Dallas. They did not go 
to any university in Dallas. He had never heard of the S 
address, 1080 Magellan Circle, Dallas. 

4 ^ SEYMOUR further stated that LAWRENCE HOWARD was 
not them at anytime while they were in Dallas in 
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October, 1963. SEYMOUR stated that while he has never net 
"KIKI" MAS FERRAR, this individual is a brother to ROLANDO 
MAS FERRAR, a former Cuban Sena tor during the Baptista 
regime. "KIKI 5 ' generally lives in Florida. SEYMOUR pointed 
out that ROLANDO MAS FERRAR is generally known also as 
"El Tigre" (The Tiger). SEYMOUR did not contact anyone by 
the name of "KIKI" in Dali as. 

SEYMOUR stated that LAWRENCE HOWARD'S father was 
Irish and his mother was of Mexican descent. HOWARD is 
married to a Mexican girl and speaks Spanish fluently. SEY- 
MOUR stated that he, SEYMOUR, understands, Spanish quite 
well and can make himself understood fairly well. HALL 
speaks some Spanish* but not as well as SEYMOUR.. 

SEYMOUR stated that HOWARD as of two or three weeks 
ago was residing at 3191 Blanchard Street, Los Angeles 33, 
California. SEYMOUR further stated that he did not leave 
FlWida between March, 1962 and October, 1963. 


SEYMOUR explained that the trailer contained some 
arms which were destined for the anti-Castro forces, but that 
HALL was caught v't h these arms near Key Largo, Florida, 
by the U. S. Customs Officials who confiscated them. HOWARD and 
SEYMOUR became disgusted at HALL for this and the way he 
"ran off at the mouth" when he was stopped. Both HOWARD and 
SEYMOUR gave up any attempt to help the Anti-Castro Cubans 
and returned to their homes. 


SEYMOUR described HALL as a loud mouth, boisterous, 
a filthy talking individual, a liar, one who likes to tell 
a story and include himself in as one of tfife "big wheels" 
when he actually had nothing to do with the story, and as 
onefwhois given to exaggerations.
